As well take a spindly-limbed, 
undernourished child to a physician 
and say, "Doctor, wRjJl sort of 
ointment could I use' to make 
Jimmy’s arms and legs strong and 
healthy?" Absurd? - .Not more so 
than to expect a itooth paste to 
build up unhealthy jlabby gums to 
normal health. What-Jimmy needs, 
of course, is plenty of a well-balan¬ 
ced diet, and exercise.

Years ago, millions of rice-eating 
people of Japan and China suffered 
from a disease called bert-beri, with 
symptoms much like those of scur¬ 
vy. They had been eating highly 
polished rice. Finally, scientists 
found that the cure for the disease 
lay In the husks and scourings 
that had been polished off the rice 
• - that la the outer layers and skin 
of the grain. 

These and other dmllfcr examples 
show that lack of certain substan¬ 
ces In the diet will produce flabby, 
unhealthy guma likely to bleed 
easily.
